Hepublican protective tariff for American 
laborers nnd American industries. He de- 
clared that the questions as to the modes of 
taxation are questions paramount above all 
others for all time. We have a written consti- 
tution prescribing the powers of the govern- 
ment, ana the taxes are gathered under this 
constitution. There are three ways of getting 
taxes to ran the government: Oneis the inter- 
nal taxation, but that has all passed away, ex- 
cept the tax on whiskey and tobacco, and if 
you don't use either you don't have to help 
pay it. Another is direct taxation, apportioned 
according to congressional districts. The third 
is the tax on nil goods made in foreign coun- 
tries and sent into America to compete with 
the manufactured artices of this country. 
Both parties agree that these are the best ways 
of getting money 
We pay »200 000,000 annu- 


•lly for imported articles. The Republicans 
say that all articles produced abroad thut can- 
not be made or purchased In the United States 
shall come in free of taxation, but goods that 
are made here shall be protected by taxation 
on similar goods made in foreign lands and 
lent here for sale. England cannot land 
woolen goods, calico, clothing, iron or any 
other articles in America without paying the 
tax defined in the law. The Republican party 
Is for a tariff for revenue to protect American 
labor. Here the speaker gave the history of 
the democratic party, and showed that all 
along previous to I860, when it went out of 
power, it had legislated against the working 
classes and in the interest of capital and cheap 
labor. He put a number of pointed questions 
to the working people, and called upon the 
(100,000 foreigners wuo come to America annu- 
ally to answer: Why did >ou leave jour 
nath e soil! Why did you come if not to bet- 
ter your condition? Are you not prospering 
here? Why do you stay? And why do you 
keep on making money and sending back to 
England, France and Germany for your 
friends to come over? Europe Is a country of 
150,000 square miles, and within that area me 
massed 250,000,000 people. Jn the United states, 
not including the mountains and Alaska, there 
are 160,000,000 square miles, and we have 58,- 
000,000people, a population nearly the times 
less than that of crowded Europe. Under free 
trade such »s the Democrats want to Introduce, 
the Ameiican laborers would be compelled to 
lay down their tools, for they could not com- 
pete with the teeming millions of slave-ridden 
laborers of Europe. Our factories would be 
closed and business everywhere would be par- 
alysed. » * * This ia the country for the 
laborer, In which he can earn a decent living, 
get a home, clothe his family, and have rest 
and recreation

RALLY AT MACON. 


The Hepublicnna held a big rally at Macon

high, and at night there was a creditable torch- 
light procession, in which Maoon, Blwln, Boody 
and Blue Mound clubs participated, the Macon 
brass baud and martial bands making lively 
music. There were about 150 torches in line, 
and the enthusiasm ran high until a late hour. 
The chairman of the night meeting was Mr. D 
P. Keller, and the speakers were Captain 
G-raoon, E. P. Vail and I. B. Mills. Bach made 
a ringing speech that will bear fruit in No- 
vember.

Harrison appeared disap- 
pointed at the size of the crowd, but did 
not say anything about it, and neither did 
John M. Palmer or John E Eden; nei- 
ther did any of them have anything to 
say about the 17,000 Bepublioan majority 
in Maine, though Carter brought the de- 
tested Chicago papers to to the stand 
with him which gave the figures. 


THE TOBOH-IiWHI PABADB. 


The torch-light procession, which was 


eighteen minutes passing a given point, 
was more of a success in point of num- 
bers, noise and the usual democratic en- 
thusiasm. 
Evening trains brought in 


delegations from Springfield, Pana and 
other points, and when the line formed 
after much confusion, there were by vari- 
ous counts not more than 1500 men and 
boys in the procession. At the start at 
Water street and North street 3. C. Lake 
and Col. Waterhouse made the number 
1391; Dr. O. F. Parker made it 1191; 
James Freeman nearly 1500, and the RE- 
PUBLICAN reporter's count was 1427. It 
is but fair to state that there were 1100 in 
line, one-eighth ot whom were boys. The 
Springfield clubs with the Deoatnr and 
Tnscola clubs kept good order, but the 
remainder of the gang seemed more or 
less demoralized, and trotted along re- 
gardless of time. There were numerous 
bands and drum corps m line, with plen- 
ty of flags and transparencies. The pa- 
rade was a very creditable showing, and 
made the democrats feel glad. The dem- 
ocratic residences along the line of march 
were few and far between but were nicely 
illuminated, and had it not been for the 
torches the procession might have got 
lost in its rambling through the dark 
streets. 


THE AFTERNOON MEETING. 


To the ureat surprise of the rank and tile of 


the dems, the managers attempted to get up a 
parade, but it proved a miserable fli^le in 
point of enthusiasm. W th Ex-Gov Palmer, 
Hon. John E. Eden, and a number of commit- 
teernen in two gaily decorated carriages, head- 
ed by the G. A R. band, the long boasted "pro- 
cession" wbich was to have paralyzed tho 
Republicans as a demonstration, moved slowly 
and sneakingly through several of the princi- 
pal streets to Imboden's Springs, where the 
afternoon meeting was held in the grove. The 
"crowd" assembled and took seats on the 
grass and upon improvised seats. There were 
less than 800 voters and ladies present. On 
the speaker's stand were seated the orators, 
0. A. Swing, C. C. Clark, John R. Eden, "Judge 
Nelson, D. K. Wilson, Uncle Billy Wheeler 
and others.

He 
declared that the two parties differ radically In 
their methods of government. He leferred to 
the personal liberty and temperance ques- 
tions, and tr'ed to show indirectly that the 
democrais are in favor of open saloons, and 
that all Hepublican'" are on the other side. 
The speaker alluded to the cliims of the 
Republican pnrtv for what it had done for the 
country, and made a labored attempt to ridi- 
cule the legislation of the pnrty in power. Let 
us go back to the old democratic days. Keter- 
rinir to platforms adopted, he said tnat tne 
Hepublicans at Chicago adopted one unlike any 
oilier, and the Democrats got there and adopt- 
ed one entirely different, butnot & whit better.

Testerdiiy afternoon at about 4 o'clock while 


at woikcutting down wi,lows on the edge of 
a slough on the Powers farm northeast of the 
city, about 300 rards north of the Champaign 
branch of the Wubash road, Vf m. H. Perdue 
made Ihe ghastly discovery of a grinning skull 
dangling from the limb of a rotten tree, -with 
the remainder ol the tody apparently thrown 
upon the ground, near the trunk of the tree. 
At first he supposed the clothing had been 
thrown away by men who had been ditching 
there, but on seeing the head hanging from 
the limb to which it was fastened by a rope, he 
made a closer examination of the clothing and 
saw that it contained the skeleton of a man. 
Then he left the spot and got Charles Wheeler, 
who was working in a field near by, to come 
and see what he had found. Mr. Perdue came 
to the city and notified Coroner Bcndure who 
with J. B. Bullard went to the spot and 
brought the skeleton to the Bullard undertak- 
ing rooms, which is also the office of the coro- 
ner. 
The head hung on a limb four feet from 


the ground and the tree was BO rotten that the 
limb was easily broken oil. An examination 
of the head, from which nearly all the flesh had 
disappeared, showed the man had undoubtedly 
been murdered, for at tbe back of the head, 
near the base of the brain, were found two 
holes about an inch and a half apart, made by 
a 33-oallbre bullet. The theory generally ac. 
cepted is that the man had been shot arid then 
taken to the tree, which is hidden by willows 
and weeds, and hung there in the hop* of hid- 
ing the crime. The head may have been cut 
from the body by the villain or villa ns and 
then fastened to the limb, the body being left 
on the ground to make it appear that it bad 
fallen there; but it was a bungling job, a: the 
situation clearly indicates. The man certainly 
could never have hung himself to that rotten 
limb four feet from the ground, and surely 
those bullet holes in his head is evidence 
enough of a deliberately planned murder. 
There was no revolver or othcideadly weapon 
found about the tree. 


At the office of the coroner last night the 


skeleton lay in a coffin just as It was found by 
Perdue. The rope remained fastened about the 
neck. The man had on a suit of blue overalls 
and an undershirt of the same material, also a. 
pair of stoga boots, partly worn. In one of 
his pockets was found a pipe. Near the tree, 
it should be stated, was found a two-bushel 
sack, in which the beheaded body may have 
been carried In the darkness to the spot. This 
sack was also in the coffin. Hundreds of peo- 
ple looked at the skeleton, and many were the 
speculations as to whose it could possibly be. 
The general opinion was that the remains 
were those of one Thomas Markowski, an old 
demented Polauder, whose frequentdisappear- 
anccs in tho fifth ward last winter were the 
cause of much trouble to his relatives. It will 
be remembered that Markowskl attempted to 
kill bimself on one occasion, inflicting a num- 
ber of serious cuts on his body. Later be left 
his home and was found wandering about in a 
flc,3 north of the city, af tor ho had boon absent 
a d iv. At one time ho was in jail a few days, 
and then was released. When found with the 
cuts upon his body Markowski claimed that 
ho had been assaulted and thrown under a 
culvcit to die. 


THE ISQUtSr 


was held at the coroner's office to-day. The 
jurymen were E. W Anderson, B. N. Adams. 
G. M. BoWer, Wm. Ncv Ion, II. Plotner and J. 
C. Wise. The witness' 3 were Wm, II. Perdue, 
who found the boilj, find J. B. Bullard. The 
former corroborated the above statement,and 
the latter told of the c mrtltlon of the skeleton 
ivhen found and the state ot the dead limb to 
which tbe head hung. 


The coroner sent lor Mrs Thomas Markow- 


ski, and she came to the office accompanied by 
a Polander. The woman instantly recognized 
the body as that of her missing husband, and 
she at once picked up the grinning skull, 
clasped it to her breast and kissed it again and 
again, at the same time screaming and crying 
in a heart rending manner. She cannot speak 
English and neither could her companion, and 
no information on the murder mystery could 
be gathered from them. Tho wife worked 
herself up into an hysterical state, and the 
Polander took her away, placing her on a 
street car and taking her to her home In the 
fifth ward, near the Wabash round house. 


THE VERDICT. 


The jury after consultation returned ver- 


dict to the effect that Thomas Markowski came 
to his death by some means unknown to them. 


Thomas Markoweki was aged about 65 years. 


It Is known that he disappeared three months 
ago. 
His wife stated at the time that he went 


away with a sack, and she then said that she 
believed Thomas had drowned himself, for 
Polanders usually kill themselves that way. 
Before jumping into the water they put a sack 
over their heads. When they go under water 
the sack gets so wet that it clings tightly to 
their heads and cannot be removed easily. 


The body will be buried at once. The par- 
ties who killed Markowski will probably never 
be known, unless some one makes a confes- 
sion or the matter Is placed in the charge of 
detectives for a thorough investigation. 


Botaerlnsr Overacre. 


Our readers will remember that some 


months ago Mr, F. M. Overaore, principal 
of the public schools at Macon, had his 
certificate revoked by Snpt. Trainer on 
account of an alleged indiscretion in writ- 
ing notes to his young lady pupils. The 
young man remained out of a job for 
some months, bnt finally got a position 
as traveling salesman for Flood & Co., B 
wholesale tobacco house of Lynchbnrg, 
Va. Just 25 days after securing the job 
and when he was becoming familiar with 
the trade, he got notice that his house 
had failed. He investigated the matter 
and found that the reported failure was a 
hoax. The house owed him commissions 
and he wrote for a settlement, but it up- 
pears he couldn't get his money. In the 
course of the correspondence Mr. Over- 
acre learned that some one of his personal 
enemies had been writing to Flood & Co. 
about him with the sole malicious pur- 
pose in view of having him lose his place 
with the Lynchburg firm. The evil pur- 
pose was accomplished for Overacre is 
now out ot a job with a wife and child 
depending upon him for support. Over- 
acre's friends say he gave the firm no 
cause to release him from further duty, 
but that he served them well and faith- 
fully, and might have been still earning 
an honest livelihood but for that meddle- 
some person. Anyone who would stoop 
to such a mean trick certainly deserves 
general condemnation.

all tbe way from 900 to 1500. 
A 


fair estimate would probably make it 
1200, though the exact number will 
never be known to anybody but the 
Almighty, and it is even doubtful if 
He takes enough interest in Demo- 
cratic affairs to take the trouble to 
count one of its processions.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


The Thief who Stole James C. Lake's 


Horses, near Iiovlngton. 


It will be remembered that twehty-sev- 


en months ago "Dan," H fine $500 horse, 
belonging to James G. Lake, of thia city, 
and a colt, the property of John Taggart, 
were stolen from the Lake farm near 
Lovington. It was theu believed that 
Zep Kennard, alias Jack Dayton, was the 
thief, as he had worked on the farm a 
year a ad had suddenly disappeared. Mr, 
Lake gave chase and followed his horsee 
through Springfield to Qumoy, where 
the colt was recovered. Tue thief went 
on with the horse, and finally eluded Lake 
at some point in Iowa. Lnter newacume 
that the thief with the horse had been 
captured »t Mitchell, Dakota, and Mr. 
Lake went there, but the officers had cap- 
tured some other horse and thief. Noth- 
ing more was heard of Keunard until 
about two weeks ago, when somebody at 
the Union depot in thia city said to a po- 
lice officer: 'There goes the robber that 
stole Jim Lake's horses." The party 
alluded to resembled Kennard. He had 
come in from Lovington and got on tbe 
Wabash train west bound. Tue officers 
failed to find the fellow. That night two 
horses were stolen from near Springfield, 
and they were taken direct to Hannibal, 
Mo, to which point the Springfield offi- 
cers traced the fellow and captured him 
on Thursday last. The thieC proved to 
be Zep Kennard, who had married since 
he left Lovington, and was then living on 
a small farm six miles from Hannibal, 
He was apprehended through the assist- 
ance ot tbe keeper of a toll-gate, around 
which Keniiard had to paaa on going to 
his home. It seems that after- his arrest 
Kennard telegraphed for his father to 
oome there from Lovington. 
The old 


man has been a blacksmith at Lovington, 
and has often shod Mr. Lake'n horse. 
While at Hannibal, the old gentleman 
saw "Dan" coming down a street driven 
by a fashionable young lady, daughter of 
Col. Delaney, a millionaire citizen of that 
place. Tbe blacksmith readily identified 
"Dan" 
as Mr. Lake's horse by a peculiar 


black mark, and on Friday Mr. Lake was 
summoned by telegraph to Hannibal. 
He went there, accompanied by Sheriff 
Foster, and got possession of his long 
absent horse. The Springfield officers 
had previously taken Kenuard to Spring- 
field and lodged him in jail, wuere he ia 
now awaiting the action of the grand 
jury. It is learned that ho sold "Dan" to 
a groeeryman at Hannibal for 8150, and 
the grocer subsequently sold him to Col, 
Deluney for 8175. The Colonel recovered 
S160 of the money from the grocer. 


Mr. Lake is out just 1807 in his search 


for the thief anct horses. He says that 
KanLard will answer four separate indict- 
ments at Springfield, as all the horses 
known to have been stolen by him were 
in Sangamon county at different times in 
his possession. He will doubtless confess 
and get 25 or 30 years in the penitentiary. 
Kennard is an ignorant fellow, about c*0 
years ot age, He is under indictment at 
Sullivan for having stolen a wngou load 
of whe.it at Lovintfton. 
• 


Mr. Lake's horse arrived in Decatur 


Sunday morning and was at once placed 
in the stable. He will be returned to the 
Lovmgton farm. He is 8 years old. 


WHAT terrible straits the 
local

this kind has been even attempted, 
and the omission is virtually a con- 
fession that the attempt, if made, 
would prove a failure.

the appearance of the statement in 
the Telegraph we had a long conver- 
sation with a clergyman, resident in 
Buffalo, who, while professing no 
knowledge as to the specific facts set 
forth in this statement, declared that 
the character of Mr. Cleveland, as 
known in Buffalo, and illustrated by 
these alleged facts, corresponded 
with the facts.

The New York World, of August 


8, 1884, published an interview with 
General King, who, as the friend of 
Governor Cleveland, had 
visited 


Buffalo for the purpase of doing 
some "detective work" on his ''own 
account. He says: 


"The facts seem to be that, many j ears 


ago, w hen the Governor waa 'sowing hie 
wild oute,' he met this wotnau with whom 
his nnine has been connected, and became 
intimate nith her. 
She was a widow, and 


not a good woman by any means. Mr. 
Cleveland, learning this, began to make 
inquiries about her, and discovered that 
twu o£ his friends were intimate with her 
at the same time as himself. When a 
child was born, Cleveland, in order to 
shield hia two friends, who were both 
married men, assumed the responsibility 
ot it." 


General King, as reported in this 


interview, claims that Mr. Cleveland, 
"being the only unmarried man" 
among "three of her four admirers," 
acted honorably in "shouldering all 
the responsibility" of the whole af- 
fair, "after the child was born," and 
thus relieving the others frotn "em- 
barrassment." 
The General also 


adds that Governor Cleveland him- 
self, in a subsequent interview, as- 
sented to the substantial truth of 
his version of the Cleveland scandal. 
The New York World of the same 
date, in commenting upon the inter- 
view with General King said. "It 
has been asserted and is true that 
Governor Cleveland once had spo- 
radic association with a middle-aged 
female, and that an illegitimate child, 
born to the 
woman, whether his 


own offspring or not, has been cared 
for and protected by him." 
The 


World inquires whether this is "an 
offence unpardonable?" 


The Democratic papers, in resort- 


ing to various forms of apologetic 
casuistry for the offence, not only 
concede the substantial truth of the 
main charge, but also the necessity 
of making an apology for it, and in 
order to break as far as possible, its 
force aa an objection to the candi- 
dacy of Governor Cleveland. We, 
then, assume as a fact, admitted and 
known to the people, that some ten 
years ago Mr. Cleveland, when he 
was about forty years of age, was 
guilty of the offence imputed to him, 
and that he is the reputed father of 
a bastard son now living in Buffalo, 
and who to the day of his death 
will be atamped and humiliated with 
the disgrace of his illegitimacy. 


The.question, then, is, not whether 


God or man will or should forgive 
Mr. Cleveland upon his sincere re- 
pentance for this BID, but whether, 
with a private character stained with 
this disgusting infamy, he should by 
the deliberate act and voice of the 
people be made the Chief Magistrate 
of this great Nation. That is the 
question which every voter must 
face. 
If the facts were not known, 


or if there were grounds for a rea- 
sonable doubt about them, the case 
would be entirely different.

morality follow our advice, they cer- 
tainly will not bestow the honors of 
the Presidency upon Grover Cleve- 
land.

—Cheap Ltgnt. 


The Champaign Gazette, ot last even- 


ng, contained the following statement o£ 
nterest to the general public :

Tlie Coding ot natural gas in large qrjan- 
ity a short distance south of Champaign, 
B becoming quite common. • The first one 
rts discovered on the farm of the editor 
f the Gazette, two miles south, in Aug., 
S73, and has since that time supplied 
more or less of the fuel used on the place, 
jast night Mr. Enoch -Bobbins, of Tolo- 
jo, who is rmtting down a tubular well 
or Menzo Dunlup, a half mile north of 
savoy, was surprised on returning to his 
naehinery from supper to find that gas 
md broken in during his absence and was 
hrowing sand, water and stones to a 
weight of forty feet above the tubing, 
The flow continued unabated all night, 
and this morning, when we visited the 
place, it was blowing off like the eioape 
of a locomotive. Mr. Bobbins conneotec 
the now vrith the boiler ot his engine anc 
in a few minutes got up steam. As a 
matter of curiosity the pipe was also con 
reoted with a stationary engine which 
Mr Dunlap is putting up for the purpose 
of running his cider press, and the engin 
was rnn with the pressure of gas from th 
well. Although the boiler leaked badly 
the guage showed a pressure of fifteen 
pounds.
